HE Waterloo Dairy Cattle Con- 
T gress of 1920, at least the Hol- 
stein end of it, proved a distinct 
triumph for the state herd idea, and 
if, as is probable, the National proves the same thing, this 
will undoubtedly be an annual feature of the two great dairy 
shows of the year. Four states, Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Kansas and Iowa, were each represented at Waterloo by a 
full string, placing in the order named in the special class 
tor state herds. The judge, H. C. Davis of Yakima, Wash., 
was chosen with the idea of selecting a man whose judg- 
ment has been proven in important shows, but who was not 
himself a resident of any of the competing states. While 
it is impossible for any judgeto please everybody, especially 
in a show which contained as many outstanding individuals 
as were found at Waterloo, the concensus of opinion seemed 
to be that he held pretty true to his type in the majority of 
cases, after giving very 
careful consideration to the 
animals that he selected as 
the tops. Judge Davis 
liked the large, strong, 
square type, provided that 
dairy temperament was not 
sacrificed claiming that in a 
class of dairy cows, dairy 
temperament was_ perhaps 
the most important thing. 
The Minnesota herd won 
out by sheer weight of blue 
and purple ribbons, the 
number including both 
senior and grand champions 
and the junior champion 
female. Of the ten head in

The Aged Bulls 


The show was opened Tuesday afternoon Sept. 28, by 
4 strong class of five aged bulls, three of which have been 
awarded grand champion honors at one or more State 
Fairs this year. The blue was awarded to Joh: na 
Bonheur Champion 2d, the Ft. Leavenworth show bull, wno 
was grand champion here and at the National in 1918. His 
record for the present season is five grand championships 
at the five important State Fairs at which he has been 
shown. Without knowing anything about the past per- 
formances of any of the bulls in the ring, Judge Davis 
placed “Old Bon” first, his chief superiority, according to 
the judge, being his wonderful top line and rump. While 
his shoulders are a bit coarser than those of some of the 
other bulls in the class, the judge stated that we must 
remember we are breeding Holsteins not Jerseys and there- 
fore should not count a good strong shoulder too heavily 
against a bull. 


Second place went to Iowana Mercedes Homestead 
owned by the Iowa State College. He is rather more 
“up-standing” than the Kansas bull, and the judge liked 
his shoulder a little better, but not enough better to make 
him a first prize bull, describing, him, however, as “a 
wonderful bull.” Friends of the Iowa bull complained that 
he was not shown to the best advantage and that much 
of his merit was obscured by the way he was handled in 
the ring. 

The Wisconsin State Fair grand champion, Cedar Lawu 
Canary Paul, owned by Baird Bros., Waukesha, Wis., placed 
third, greatly to the disappointment of the Wisconsin 
delegation and some others, who had looked on him as a 
winner, and as all three of the top bulls in this class are 
going to the National, Holstein fans will watch the plac- 
ing there with more than ordinary interest.

great bull, who stood third in a strong class of five at the 
lowa State Fair this fall, suffered an injury in his foot, 
and infection setting in made showing him impossible. 

Another real show bull came out in the 3-year-old class 
in Johanna Glenda Lad, Mayowood Farm’s undefeated 
show bull. He is a bull that is hard to fault, and in mak- 
ing him senior champion over “Old Bon”, the judge 
credited him with a better shoulder and flank, age con- 
sidered than the older bull. John Hetts of Ft. Atkinson, 
Wis. took second in this class with King Fan Segis and 
Wapsimoor Farm of Comanche, Iowa, third with Sir Wapsie 
Flossmoor. 

Nine 2-year-old bulls gave the judge an opportunity to 
do some real thinking. The blue went to Sir Hengerveld 
Pietertje Ormsby, owned by H. W. Schroeder of Owatonna, 
Minn., a bull of great dairy quality and development, al- 
though not so smooth back of the shoulder as the second 
prize bull, King Pietertje Fayne Ormsby. The latter, 
owned by the Clarinda State Hospital, is a wonderful 
handler, with a perfect rump and top line, well bodied, but 
not quite clean cut at the throat and with a tendency to 
heaviness about the head and neck. Third went to Mayo- 
wood Farm on a very good bull, although rather lacking in 
finish and a bit heavy in the shoulder. The Lashbrook 
bull, a winner last year as a yearling, could do no better 
than fourth this year, and he was followed by Stubp»s 
Farm’s big rangy fellow. Just outside the money was one 
of the most typy bulls in the class, but a little under size. 
He was Juliana De Kol Lyons, owned by Hetts of Wis- 
consin.

So far as we can 
earn, Kansas is the only state that has been sending 
1 complete herd around an important circuit, thereby “get 
ting the jump” on a number of the older Holstein states.

flower State has been making a great showing in the 
Middle West this season. Johanna Bonheur Champion 
2d owned by the Ft. Leavenworth Disciplinary Barracks, 
and Irene Sarcastic De Kol, owned by Geo. Appleman of 
Mulvane, have both been Grand Champions at each of the 
five important State Fairs where they have been exhibited, 
ind in every case there was good strong competition. The 
vearling bull, U. S. Korndyke Homestead Segis, owned 
by C. W. McCoy, of Valley Falls, was Junior Champion at 
Hutch as well as at three previous shows, losing out on 
only one occasion, and afterwards twice beating the bull 
that was placed ahead of him that one time. At Hutch- 
inson, the State Herd also furnished the Junior Champion 
female in Canary Paul Inka, owned by Kansas State Ag- 
ricultural College. 

In addition to the Holsteins that have been making 
the circuit as a State Herd, there were at Hutchinson rep- 
resentatives of no less than fourteen other Kansas herds 
and three herds from Nebraska making a total of 25 bulls 
and 50 females on exhibition. Three complete County 
Herds were present and competed for the special prizes. 

In the classes for individuals, the twelve First Prizes 
were di-ided among nine different breeders, all except four 
of the First Prize winners being animals that have been 
on the circuit with the State Herd. The U. S. Disciplinary 
Barracks was ahead with three Firsts, followed by J. M. 
Chestnut & Sons with two, while one each went to Stubbs 
Farm Co., C. W. McCoy, W. R. Crow & Son, J. P. Mast, 
Geo. B. Appleman, Kansas State College of Agriculture 
and Union College of College View, Nebraska. 

In the group classes, H. L. Cornell of Lincoln, Nebraska 
had two Firsts, Jackson County Holstein Club had one,

The Aged Bulls 
The class of five aged bulls that opened the show was 
pecially strong one, and the four that got inside the 
inoney were all good types of dairy bulls. Old Bon was 
of course the outstanding figure, and probably the only « 
of the lot that could be called a really sensational show 
bull. The writer has seen him at all five shows where 


has been exhibited this fall, and he actually seems to 
getting better and better each time he appears. All Kansas 
is looking forward to Chicago, expecting the National to 
be his crowning achievement of a successful year. 

Second Prize went to the Cornell bull, King Segis 
Pontiae Klaver. He had recovered from the slight lame- 
ness that handicapped him at Topeka, and deserved to 
place where he did. If he had a little more depth of body, 
he might be called a really great show bull, although not, 
of course, in a class with Old Bon. 

A close contest for third money between Admiral Walk- 
er Butter Boy, owned by O’Brien of Tonganoxie, and the 
Coleman-Mott bull, King Watson Segis Star, resulted in 
victory for the former. He handled himself much better 
than he did at Topeka, kept his head up better and ina 
number of ways looked more like a show bull. Both these 
two bulls showed a lack of professional fitting, but both 
gave one the impression of being great dairy bulls. 

Only two bulls showed in the 2-year-old class, and 
neither could properly be called a show bull just at the 
present time. The big Stubbs bull, King Fobes Genesta 
Korndyke won over Stephenson's Sir Genesta Korndyke 
Burke, by reason of his tremendous size and strength. 

The senior yearling bull class brought out seven pretty 
good bulls, some of them better than that. The McCoy 
bull, U. S. Korndyke Homestead Segis, later made Junior 
Champion, was given the decision over Cornell’s King 
Klaver, thus confirming the Topeka placing. He might 
possibly be a little-cleaner cut at the throat, but is a 
mighty good type of a show bull at that. The Cornell 
bull, which went second is somewhat coarser over the 
withers, and sometimes when he stands, a very slight 
“sag” is noticed in his back. Reno County High School 
took third over the Stubbs yearling, and several good 
bulls had to be left outside the money. 

The junior yearling class was smaller and plainer, 
first and third going to Crow and Son and second to 
Redmund. . 

Chestnut & Sons_ took first in the senior bull calf 
class with Johanna Bonheur Ella De Kol, a grandson of 
old Bon. It was a mighty close decision between him and

The Why of Red and White Holsteins 


EON J. COLE and Sarah V. H.Jones of the Department 

L of Genetics University of Wisconsin, have prepared a 

bulletin entitled “‘The occurrence of red calves in 

black breeds of cattle.’”’ This bulletin should be in the 

library of every Holstein breeder and he should make him 
self familiar with its contents. 

Many breeders consider that the birth of an off-colored 
calf in a herd of purebred Holsteins is a happening that 
casts suspicion upon the purity of blood of the parents 
This bulletin which is illustrated by diagrams, points ow 
that the foundation stock of the breeds of cattle generally 
known as the black breeds, Aberdeen-Angus, Galloway. 
Kerry and Holstein-Friesian—contained a number of red 
animals. It is a scientific fact that in the mating of animals, 
black is a dominant color and red a recessive color. So that 
when two animals, each carrying in their veins a minute 
portion of the recessive red producing blood, are mated 
together, there is a possibility that the calf may be red 
When an animal of a black breed is bred to an animal of 
some red breed and’ other complications are not present, 
the calves obtained from the cross will be black. Now 
those calves inherit red from their red parents just as much 
as they do black from the black parents, but when the two 
come together only the black shows. It is said, therefore 
that black is dominant to red since black dominates red 
in the appearance of the cross bred. The red on the 
contrary does not show in the cross-bred, and red is 
accordingly said to be recessive to black. 

The cross bred animals are really different from the 
parental blacks in that they carry the inheritance of red 
even though they do not show it, for if they, in turn are 
mated with red animals, the resulting calves will no longe? 
all be black, but there will be red ones as well. 

The cross breds in this case “masquerade” in the guise 
of one of their parents and it is an important point to keep 
in mind that the appearance of the animal does _ not 
necessarily serve as an index as how it will breed. Pure 
bred blacks are constant in their breeding since whether 
bred among themselves or crossed, the result is the same 
The cross breds on the other hand are inconstant in their 
breeding for when bred to reds or when bred together 
both black and red calves are produced. The bulletin 
goes on at length with a discussion of the original founda 
tion stock from which has descended the Aberdeen-Angus. 
the Galloway and the Kerry strains of cattle. Then there 
is a discussion on the early history of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed, in which the authors advance a different theory 
from the one generally accepted as to the origin of our 
present Holstein-Friesian breed. It is well known that 
other eminent scholars versed in animal husbandry have 
publicly and privately expressed opinions doubting the 
commonly accepted theory that the Holstein breed has 
been largely black and white for 2000 years. Many 
travelers have spoken of seeing red and white purebreds 
grazing with the black and white purebred herds of Hol 
land, but since the breed has been imported and kept pure 
in this country, the red and white cattle have been in dis 
favor and their proportion is rapidly diminishing. The 
chief practical point our readers will gain from the bulletin 
is that unless both the bull and the dam are heterozygous 
that is, carrying both red color and black color producing 
blood, there will be no red and white calves, for whed 
either of the parents are homozygous, or carrying one color 
blood, the calves will be back and white even though the} 
may themselves have red producing blood in their veins. 
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Whenever a red and white cali is produced from two black 
ané white parents there is equal “blame” on the part of 
both parents, for unless both carry the red recessive to the 
black, no red and white calves would appear. 

The bulletin adds to our scientific knowledge. It should 
pe read by every breeder of purebred Holsteins and the 
knowledge gained thereby may be able to settle disputes 
and perhaps prevent lawsuits.

A Friesian Association decided to offer 500 pounds, or

There are ten prizes, 
the first prize being half the amount. For the first Derby.

june 30, 1919 and prior to January 1, 1920. For future con 
tests, however, compet- 
{tors must be entered as

Last week we announced a new world’s senior four- 
year-old record for milk in the 30-day division by Holly- 
wood Lilith Palmyra Evelina, No. 346238. The figures were 
3663.6 Ibs. milk with a butter production of 141.316 Ibs. 

We now learn that this wonderful heifer has broken the 
7-day milk record a'so by a wide margin. Her best butter 
production was 35.51 Ibs. from 808.2 Ibs. milk. However; 
during another period of her test, she hung up the world’s 
record figures of 870.1 Ibs. milk with a butter production of 
33.85 Ibs. This record will be reported, rather than the 35- 
Ib. butter record from the smaller flow of milk. During her 
highest seven days, she milked as high as 895.1 Ibs., show- 
ing 32.22 Ibs. butter. During her first 90 days on official 
and semi-official test she has produced 10,423.2 ibs., un- 
doubtedly a world’s record.

The second highest 7-day record 
ever made in the State of Kentucky 
has just been completed by May Aron 
De Kol No. 391943, a senior three- 
year-old owned by Edward L. Smith, 
of La Grange, Ky. In 7 days she pro- 
duced 480 lb. of milk containing 19 
lb. of butter fat or nearly 24 lb. 80 per 
cent butter. This cow who will be 
four years old October 2d, was bred 
by her present owner. This is the 
second highest record ever made in 
. the State of Kentucky and is surpass- 
ed only by Clover Farm Pontiac Lady 
No. 347302, owned by Cold- 
stream Farm, who made 562 Ib. milk, 
26.63 Ib. butter. The Kentucky Hol- 
stein Farm of Bardstown, Ky., and 
Henderson Bros. of Shelbyville, have 
recently made some nice tests on 
their Holstein cows, says J. J. Hooper 
of the Kentucky Experiment Station. 

Testing work is gaining in favor in 
Kentucky, and it is gratifying that it 
is so, for Kentucky breeders have not 
given theircowsin years pasta chance 
to demonstrate what they could do in 
official test. They are being led to do 
so, for purchasers are demanding 
breeding stock backed by official tests. 
At the present time 168 cattle in the 
State are undergoing tests of some 
kind, and thirty of these made over 
50 Ib. of butter fat in May. Kentucky 
has long been famous as a livestock 
state and when she takes hold of of- 
ficial testing, we ought to hear of 
splendid records made on well bal- 
anced grain rations supplemented by 
Kentucky blue grass.

buy tor a junior herd sire must have 
some long time records back of him 
and must be backed by “at least three 
generations of straight rumps.” Sir 
Pietertje Posch, while filling the bill 
individually has only short time rec- 
ords back of him, and besides is well 
advanced in years. He spent the great- 
er part of his life in Canada in a herd 
where no testing was done, so has not 
the list of daughters that might be 
expected of a bull of his years. He is 
a son of the famous Canadian heifer, 
Alta Posch, who was the first 27-Ib. 2- 
year-old in the world and held her 
World’s Record for about eight years. 

The development of Pickering Farm 
is still in its infancy, but even now 
the immensity of the proposition is 
almost staggering. Imagine if you can, 
1000 acres of alfalfa, growing natural- 
ly and yielding enough alfalfa over 
and above what the 1500 head of cat- 
tle can eat to pay for all the concen- 
trates used on the farm. That is what 
the Major’s plans call for next year. 
Imagine a show barn containing 
eighty-four box stalls, or box stall ac- 
commolations for 120 head The lower 
story is fire proof, reinforced concrete 
with the upper half of the lower story 
composed almost entirely of glass. In 
the second story there is storage room 
for I know not how many tons of 
baled alfalfa, but I was informed that 
the little pile of bales that partially 
filled one end of the loft consisted of 
over 540 tons by actual weight. In con- 
nection with this barn are two pair of 
twin silos of concrete blocks, each 
one 85 feet high by 22 feet in diamet- 
er. A little later an up-to-the-minute 
dairy barn will be built and there are 
already some splendid barns _ for 
calves and nurse cows.

accommodations for the eight Hereford 
sires. The barn is built in the form 
of a semi-circle, with a feed house 
m each end and a pergola connecting 
the two and forming the diameter. 
The bull stalls are placed side by side 
around the semi-circle, and individual 
paddocks radiate from the convex 
side.of each The saddle horses oc- 
cupy one end of this barn. 

The barn for the mules and work 
horses forms the back side of a square 
with machinery and wagon’ sheds 
forming the two ends and a storehouse 
for tools and another for grain on the 
two front corners, the two stores con- 
rected by a pergola. A man cannot 
draw s0 much as a pick or shovel 
from the tool store, or a pound of 
erain from the grain store, without 
a written order from his foreman, 
which must have the O. K. of the 
main office, and anything drawn from 
the store is charged to the man draw- 
ing it, until it is “checked in.” 

The pergola idea, with a wide arch 
in the middle is worked out in prac- 
tically all the buildings. Eventually 
the pergolas will be covered with 
vines and the entire grounds graded 
and landscaped. Everything is paint- 
“| white, even the posts of the neat 
wire fences which are seen all over 
‘the farm. 

Scrupulous cleanliness is the order 
everywhere. Manure carriers’ will 
run from each barn to a sort of lat- 
tice covered arbor, where the manure 
spreaders will stand, ready to cart 
away the manure almost as fast as it 
is dropped. Drainage from these 
apreader stands is arranged so that 
all the liquid that escapes goes to a 
‘common pit, where it is received and 
ised for fertilizer. 

A lake supplies the water for Pick- 
ering Farm and a filter plant has been 
erected, to safeguard the health of 
all concerned. Pickering Farm em- 
ploys over 100 men regularly, and they 
have their own base ball team which 
is one of the best in that part of the 
state, also their own band and other 
organizations. They are housed in 
attractive bungalows, with a _ gnod 
hotel where they can board at reason- 
able rates. nach pay day it is nec- 
essary for the men to show a Clear- 
anee from both the hotel and the store, 
before they can draw their money. 

Major Fiske has built up an efficient 
rganization at Pickering Farm, and 
the immense proposition seems to an 
nmutsider to run like clock work. A 
xoond Holstein man, Ed Magee, is in 
harge of the Holstein herd, and there 
is also a Hereford herdsman, a bull 
ian, a calf man, a head mechanic and 
iractor man, a head farmer, and a 
Yoreman of grading operations, who 
iso is in charge of the alfalfa har- 
vesting. leaving the head farmer free 
for other duties. Last but by no 
ineans Jeast, is Mrs. Fiske, the Ma- 
jor’'s Chief Stenographer, head of the 
offiee force and general business ad- 
visor, whose ability as a business 
women is exceeded only by her charm 
as a hostess and mistress of her home. 

At the head of the whole organiza- 
(ion is Major Fiske, who is the man 
that makes the wheels go round. Ev- 
ery morning the Major, accomnanied 

by Mrs. Fiske, covers one section of 
the 5300 acres on horse back, observ- 
in conditions with a critical eye and 
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jotting down in the official note book 
any number of things that occur to 
him as necessary to be done. The 
Major is a genius for getting things 
accomplished, and it is fortunate that 
he has the complete and whole heart- 
ed support and cooperation of the 
Pickering Lumber Co., owners of the 
farm. The Pickerings, father, son 
and grandson, while intensely inter- 
ested in and enthusiastic about the 
farm, allow the Major practically a 
free hand in its development. They 
are willing to spend plenty of money 
at the start to build up the kind of a 
plant they want, having confidence in 
their manager’s claim that when they 
get started, Pickering Farm will be a 
real business and money making prop- 
osition, rather than a rich man’s hob- 
by. Pickering Farm is only a begin- 
ning as yet, but it is a beginning that 
augurs well for the future.

BRITISH LIVESTOCK DECREASE 
IN 1920 

Contrary to general expectation, the 
farm animals in England and Wales 
show a decided falling off in numbers. 
In 1919, there were 6,195,000 head ot 
cattle and in 1920 there were only 
5,547,000, a reduction of more than 10 
per cent and the lowest number re 
corded since 1903. In animals under 
one year old, there is about 25 per 
cent reduction. Cattle from one year 
to two years old decreased nearly 13 


per cent. There is a slight increase 
in animals two years old or over. 
While there is a slight decrease in 


cows and heifers against the number 
recorded in 1919, there is approximate- 
ly 90,000 more than in 1913. 

The decrease in livestock extends 
to horses and sheep, but not to swine, 
and the reason seems to be hard to 
understand.

These two cows were such an im- 
provement over the ordinary cow, that 
a little later, four were’ imported, 
Alemena, Fauvette, Emily Wenlock 
and Lady Jetsam, the former two be 
ing purchased from M. Van Leenwon, 
and the latter two from C. Witsmeir.

boldly accepts it and proceeds to be- 
little the General and advance rea- 
sons why the proposed consolidation 
should) take place. Personally we 
have a lot of sympathy with General 
Wood's position and should like’ to 
question passed upon by a 
ballot of the members of the associa- 
tion, after all of the reasons for and 
against the project have been fully 
set forth in our Holstein trade papers. 
So far as we know there is no method 
provided for a referendum upon such 
questions and more is the pity Tl 
would be a very simple procedure to 
provide through our trade papers for 
notice of the pendency of such ques- 
tions and the submission through the 
same source of ballots that would 
show the wishes of the majority of 
the members. But in this case it looks 
to us as though Gen. Wood has read 
into the resolution greater powers for 
the directors than the language of the 
resolution warrants. He savs that the 
resolution authorized the board to in- 
vestigate and further to invest in 
property and to proceed to the buying 
or building of an administration 
building ete. The resolution certainly 
does not in express terms do more 
than iastruct the board to investigate 
the question. It does say “with power 
to act in accordance with their judg- 
ment.” 

But the “power to act in accordance 
with their judgment” is plainly limit- 
ed to the matter of investigating and 
there is no power given to purchase 
or to build. The description of tne 
building and the location are but 
limitations upon the investigation. 
The resolution if intended to author- 
ize « purchase lacks a few very sim- 
ple and plain words that could easily 
have expressed such intention. 

It may be that Gen. Wood has _ in- 
formation that the Board of Directors 
regard the resolution as a grant. of 
power to do the things against which 
he protests and that he is not merely 
“just seeing things.” If they should be 
inclined to stretch the meaning of the 
resolution to include the grant of 
such powers it seems to us that it 
would be well for them to state their 
construction of the resolution and 
xive some member an opportunity to 
have the courts pass upon its mean-

ing. One more injunction would be the 
proper way to test the meaning of the 
resolution. But aside from the mean- 
ing of the resolution, are the advan.- 
tuges to be gained by consolidation 
sufficient to make up for the great 
cost that would be involved and the 
disadvantages that wou'd be attached 
to such a move. At present the offices 
are so located that the east and west 
are both represented. The new plan 
means central consolidation. Let some 
one state what the advantages will 
be. Can Mr. Gardner and Mr. Hough 
ton do any more or better work if 
they rub elbows under one roof in 
Ohio or Indiana than they do in Wis 
ceonsin and Vermont? Will the saving 
on roofing material be a dominating 
influence? Let us have a_ statement 
of the reasons for the change. Be 
cause General Wood once upon a time 
was cautious about the use of silage 
and didn’t approve of the use of pure 
bred bulls on scrub cows, does not 
convince us that the Association is 
in need of any consolidation. The 
burden of showing the need of the 
change is upon those who advocate it. 
If they can make good they deserve 
the support of the members, if not, 
then let well enough alone

MISSOURI DAIRY COW COMPETI 
TION 


The Department of Dairy Husban 
dry of the University of Missouri will 
conduct a dairy cow competition dur 
coming year in connection 
with the official testing of dairy cat 
tle for butterfat production records. 

The contest will commence October 
1, 1920 but entries may be made up to 
March 31, 1921. Reeords of production 
can commence any time during these 
six months and run for 365 days, as 
the contest will close March 31, 1922 
Many valuable prizes have _ been 
donated and there are quite a number 
of cash prizes to be awarded the 
leaders. 

Any purebred cow owned by a resi 
dent of the state of Missouri may be 
entered in the competition. This will 
be along the lines of a semi-officfal 
test. The official tester representing 
the Missouri dairy husbandry depart- 
ment will be present at each herd two 
days each month, while the owner 
shall monthly send in a statement of 
the total amount of milk produced by 
each cow undergoing test. Records 
mav commence on the fifth day after 
calving. 

In order not to place young animals 
at a handicap, records made by cows 
under two and a half years old at the 
beginning of the test, shall be in- 
creased by 30%: by senior 2-year-olds 
will be increased 24%: for cows be- 
tween 3 and 3% years old, 18%; sen 
ior 3-year-old productions will be in 
creased 15%: records made by junior 
t-year-olds by 8%, and 5% will be 
added to the production of senior 4- 
year-olds. Prizes will be awarded on 
this basis. Missouri breeders thinking 
of competing or wishing te know 
more of the rules’ should’ write 
Charles W. Turner, Supt. of official 
testing, Dept. of Dairy Husbandry, 
Columbia, Mo.

ERIE COUNTY GOES INTO THE 
HOLSTEIN BUSINESS

Erie County, New York, has’ gone 
into the dairy business. Time servers 
will have a chance to get back to na- 
ture rather than remaining confined in 
the small cells of the old county 
penitentiary in Buffalo. A farm of five 
hundred acres has been purchased at 
Wende, twenty miles from Buffalo and 
a good start made on getting the farm 
into shape to accommodate all of the 
county boarders. 

Several years ago certain ‘“trusties” 
were moved to the farm to do labor on 
the buildings to be constructed. Pro- 
hibition cut into the working force con- 
siderably and the supervisors now 
plan to provide for all prisoners at the 
farm. The first building to be con- 
structed was the dormitory which was 
built entirely by convict labor. Then 
the building of the barns for the cows 

vas commenced. All of the concrete

the construction let by contract, owing 
to the dearth of trusty convicts. The 
first of t! our large silos is convict 
made. 

There are two cow barns connected

PR'NCESS HENGERVELD FE KOL 
DEAD 


Princess Hengerveld De Kol No. 
84540, H. F. H. B., the highest record 
daughter of the famous old sire, Heng- 
erveld De Kol, recently died at Bloom- 
ingdale Farms, Somerville. N.  J., 
where she was bred and born 

Princess Hengerveld [I‘e Kol was 
born Jan. 3, 1906, and so was well 
along to fifteen years old. Lier breod- 
er was A. A. Cortelyou, then the own- 
er of Bloomingdale Farms, and it was 
as his property that she made _ her 
great 33-lb. seven-day official record, 
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crowning a long list of notable per 
formances. As a yearling heifer she 
made her first official record of %4.2 
Ib. milk, 20.34 Ib. butter in 7 days, an 
outstanding record at that time for a 
heifer of her age, and one that would 
be creditable for a yearling today. 
In thirty days she made 74.73 Ib. but- 
ter, 1564.4 Ib. milk. Her seven-day 
butter record won fifth prize and her 
30-day record won sixth in the asso- 
ciation tests that year. Both her sey 
en and thirty-day butter records were 
wor!d’s records for a yearling heifer 
at the time they were made. As a 
senior four-year-old, she increased to 
404.3 lb. milk and 23.59 Ib. butter. 
Calving again a year later at five 
years and ten months old, she made 
582.7 lb. milk, 33.62 lb. butter in 7 
days, with an average fat percentage 
of 4.62. In 30 days she made 118.28 
Ib. butter, 2099.9 Ib. milk, averaging 
4.51 per cent fat. Her 7-day record 
was started eleven days after she 
freshened, and was the eleventh high- 
est reported in the mature class that 
year, although owing to the limitation 
rules it was debarred from partici 
pating in the prize money. 

Princess Hengerveld De Kol was 
royally bred, being by Hengerveld De 
Kol, the first Century sire, whose 
daughters made many world’s records, 
and who tor several years was herd 
sire at Bloomingdale Farms. Her 
dam was Princess Johanna Rue, a 
23.76-lb. daughter of Johanna Rue 3d’s 
Lad, another former herd sire at 
Bloomingdale Farms. The combined 


_blood of these two great sires is re- 


sponsible for the production of many 
of the cows whose performances in 
official test have made the name of 
Bloomingdale famous. 

During her life, Princess Heng- 
erveld De Kol gave birth to eight 
sons and one daughter. One of her

WHY NOT EXPORT MORE BUT- 

TER? 

The dairy industry is confronted 
with a very serious problem at the 
present time owing to the immense 
amount of condensed milk stored in 
the factories and warehouses of the 
great manufacturing concerns, but we 
were surprised to learn from the Eng- 
lish Agricultural Gazette of Septem- 
ber 10th that the Ministry of Food of 
that country has announced that ow- 
ing to the increased demand for but- 
ter by American and European coun- 
tries, it is unlikely that it will be pos- 
sible to increase the quantity of gov- 
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ernment butter distributed to ret 
ers at the present time, and no change 
is expected before the end of tiis 
year. This distribution is made on a 
one ounce per’ head basis, but 1 
Ministry states that the ration c¢; 
not be guaranteed to any individual 
customer. 

There seems to be something wrong 
somewhere as there is a surplus f 
milk and butter in this country and 
shortage in England and many pa 
of Europe. If some of the great com 
panies would .make a_ temporary 
change in machinery and manufac 
ture butter to ship across the water, 
there is no question in the minds of 
anyone who has looked into the finan 
cial condition of Great Britain of her 
ability to pay. It may be a surprise 
to many to learn that the British em 
pire is already paying off its war in 
debtedness even to the Victory Loan 
Instead of having all the bonds in anv 
one loan coming due at the same time 
as do the bonds in our own Liberty 
Loans, the British financial authori 
ties arranged to repay a certain pro 
portion of their loans each year. The 
numbers of the bonds to be paid are 
drawn about the first of Septembe: 
and those drawn September 1, 1919 
have already been met and cancelled 
It is very likely that if some = such 
scheme had been devised for repay 
ing our own Liberty Loans, they 
would have a higher financial stand 
ing on the general market than they 
have today, as the security is the best 
in‘the world and there is no doubt 
about Uncle Sam’s ability to take cart 
of this indebtedness at the set time ot 
repayment 


CALIFORNIA TESTS IN PROGRESS 


During August the Animal Husban 
dry Division of the University of Cali 
fornia carried on semi-official tests on 
seventy herds of pure bred dairy cat 
tle, totalling 633 pure bred cows 

During the month official seven-day 
testing was also conducted on ten Hol 
stein herds. The outstanding sever! 
day record of the month was made by 
the Lewis Company at their Hollister 
ranch. Their cow, Sarah Segis Pon- 
tiac, produced 35.01 pounds butter In 
seven days. 

The following comparisons of semi- 
official work during August 1919 and 
August 1920 shows remarkable in- 
creases in Holstein long time testing 
during the past year. Today there are 
twice as many Holstein herds on test 
and almost three times as many cows 
as one year ago. There are almost 
twice as many Holstein cows as all 
other breeds combined carrying on 
vearly testing.

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THE FEDERAL FARM LOAN SYS- 
TEM 


Washington, D. C.—Almost one-half 
a billion dollars worth of loans have 
been made to farmers of the United 
States under the Federal Farm Loan 
Act in the three years of its opera- 
tion. More than one hundred thirty- 
five thousand farmers have been di- 
rectly benefited. In addition to this 
all farmers who borrow, no matter of 
whom they borrow, have received in- 
direct benefits, because the Joint Stock 
Land Banks and the Federal Land 
Banks operating under the Farm Loan 
Act have provided competition which 
the farm mortgage bankers have had 
to meet and which resulted during the 
years of 1917, 1918 and 1919 in the 
reduction of interest on farm loans 
in every part of the United States. 

Of course, it is evident that the 
banks of the Federal Farm Loan Sys- 
tem cannot make all the farm loans 
and never can be expected to make 
vven the bulk of the loans on farm 
lands. However, the fact that the 
Federal Farm Loan System, with its 
two plans of borrowing, is in the field 
does and will serve as a great regu- 
lating and stabilizing influence upon 
rates of interest. 

But the saving in interest is only 
incidental. The greatest benefit of 
all, from the farmers standpoint, has 
been the fact that under the Federal 
Farm Loan System the farmer may 
now secure his loans on the long time 
amortization plan. Under this plan 
these four-hundred thirty-five million 
dollars of loans, made by the banks 
of the Federal Farm Loan System, 
were made for periods from twenty to 
thirty-five years and the farmer was 
given the opportunity to repay the 
principal in small annual or semi-an- 
nual payments amounting to only one 
per cent in excess of the rate of in- 
terest. 

The Farm Loan Act provides two 
different plans, under which the farm- 
er may borrow and receive the bene- 
fits of the farm loan system. 

Under one plan, the farmer borrows 
direct of the bank, the loans being 
made under supervision of the Farm 
Loan Board, the rates of interest be- 
ing limited by law and commission 
charges being prohibited. 

Under the other plan, ten or more 
farmers may organize a National 
Farm Loan Association and secure 
loans from the Federal Land Banks 
upon a mutual or co-operative basis, 
each borrower having stock in the 
bank to the amount of five per cent 
of his loan and each borrower parti- 
cipating in the profits of the bank. 
The Federal Land Banks also are un- 
der the supervision of the Federal 
Farm Loan Board and the rates of in- 
terest are limited by law. 

The banks which provide the sys- 
tem of direct borrowing are known 
is the Joint Stock Land Banks. Their 
capital stock is subscribed by private 
individuals. Sinee the passage of the 
Farm loan Act the Joint Stock Land 
Banks have viuace loans aggregating 
more than eighty millions of dollars. 

The banks which provide the means 


of co-operative borrowing are known 
as the Federal Land Banks. They 
are twelve in number and now have 


a total capital stock of twenty-four 
millions of dollars. More than seven- 
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teen millions of dollars of this capital 
stock was subscribed by the farmers 
themselves. It is true that in the 
beginning the government subscribed 
approximately nine million dollars to 
the capital stock of these Federal 
Land Banks. However, since’ that 
time two million dollars of the gov- 
ernment’s subscription has been re- 
funded to the government so that to- 
day the government’s stock in these 
banks amounts to a little less than 
seven millions of dollars. Within a 
very short time the entire amount of 
the government’s subscription to the 
capital stock of these banks will have 
been retired. Then the stock of these 
banks will be owned entirely by bor- 
rowing farmers. These Federal Land 
Banks have made loans amounting to 
more than three hundred fifty millions 
of dollars. 

The total of loans made by both 
branches of the system, the Joint 
Stock and the Federal Land Banks, at 
the close of business on June 30, 1920, 
amounted to four hundred thirty-five 
million, four hundred eighty-three 
thousand dollars. The number of 
farmers borrowing from both branches 
of the system totaled one hundred 
thirty-five thousand. 

The total of loans made by these 
banks created by the Farm Loan Act 
would have been much greater than 
it now is had it not been for the fact 
that the enemies of the svstem have 
brought a suit in the supreme court 
contesting the constitutionality of the 
Act, thereby preventing the system 
from functioning during the early 
months of this year. Nevertheless, 
the benefits to the farmers of America 
have been tremendous.

We do not believe that there is profit 
enough in the production of beef to 
warrant the dairyman raise steers nev 
ertheless we often hear of men re- 
jecting the dairy cow for the much ad- 
vertised dual-purpose cow; admitting 
that she will not produce as much milk 
but believing that she will produce 
better beef calves than the Holstein 

The following table gives the results 
of a test carried on at the Hays Sta 
tion, Kansas where a feeding trial was 
made with six steers of each of the 
following breeds: Galloway, Hereford, 
Shorthorn and Holstein. These steers 
were selected to be fair representa- 
tives of their respective breeds and 
were given the same feed and care 
during test.

NOTES—I.—One of the steers in the 
Holstein lot was red and white instead 
of black and white, and was lotted with 
the Shorthorns and sold with them. He 
was by far the poorest of the Holstein 
steers, but because of the color was sold 
as a Shorthorn at 25 cents per hundred 
higher than the Holsteins. Weight of the 
red steer, 890 pounds. 

NOTES—II.—The Hereford, Galloway 
and Shorthorn calves were spring calves 


of 1913. The Holstein calves were drop- 
ped from four to six months later Date 
—October 4th-10th. Slaughtered April 
1915. Feeding period, December 28th, 
1914, to April 5th, 1915. 


It will be noted that while the Hol- 
stein steers were on the average six 
months younger than the steers of 
strictly beef breeding yet they out- 
weighed them by an average of over 
56 pounds per head and outweighed 
the Shorthorns by 70 pounds. 

When it comes to prices paid this 
table clearly shows that the Holstetn 
is discriminated against because of 
color, and not because of lack of qual- 
itv. The Galloway, who topped the 
market on the bunch ranked last on 
point of quality of carcass. The best 
joke on the buyer was when he lotted 
the red and white Holstein steer in 
with the Shorthorns and although he 
was the poorest of the Holsteins, he 
sold for 25 cents a hundred more be- 
cause he was red and white, instead 
of black and white. In dressing per- 
centage the Holstein held their own, 
being within seven-tenths of one per 
cent from the top blasting the charge 
of Holsteins being low “dressers.” 

Despite all the discrimination the 
Holsteins brought $19.55 more than 
the Shorthorns, and $10.75 more than 
Herefords, and were second to the 
Galloways, because of an unwarranted 
discrimination because of color.

a junior two-year-old 300.4 lbs. of 
milk, 16.8 Ibs. of butter.

The yearling bull class brought out 
the junior champion, U. S. Korndyke 
Homestead Segis owned by McCoy 
of Kansas. He is a real show bull 
and has been meeting with great suc 
cess all around the circuit, making 
junior champion at four State Fairs as 
well as at Waterloo. He deserved 
to win, although the contest was close 
between him and Matador Segis 
Walker Piebe, Carnation Farms’ good 
yearling. King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe 6th, owned by the Iowa State 
Board of Control, at the Oakdale 
Sanitarium placed third and another 
K. P. O. P. owned by Wilson and 
Cotter of Granton, Wis. stood fourth 
Another Wisconsin bull, a son _ of 
Iowana Sir Ollie, owned by Wm 
O’Leary was fifth in this strong class 
of ten head. 

Outstanding in the senior bull calf 
class was Sir Inka Superior Segis 
owned by the Minnesota Holstein Co 
This youngster’s dam placed in the 
aged cow class and was made cham 
pion cow with a year record, and the 
bull is a worthy offspring of so great 
a dam. King Piebe, one of the 
greatest bred sons of K. P. O. P. had 
no trouble in taking second money in 
this class, with an Iowana bull third, 
Chestnut fourth and Fred Wieffenhach 
of Wisconsin fifth. 

In the junior bull call 
judge sprung a surprise by awarding 
the blue to a calf owned by Mast of 
-Kansas, a good sort of a bull, but one 
that has not ranked so high in previous 
shows with much the same competi 
tion. Second place went to a= cal! 
owned by Geo. S. Kelley of Wiscon 
sin, and third and fourth to a couple 
of K. P. O. P. bulls owned by Hargrove 
& Arnold, while fifth went to a bull 
of John Cunningham’s that won in 
class at the State Fair over three of 
the four bulls placed ahead of him 

The Female Classes 

The judge had a real job to place 
the class of 14 aged cows that faced 
him at the beginning of his second 
day’s work. He finally selected six 
or almost half the class, as his tops, 
and for a while it looked as though 
any of the six might win the blue. The 
majority of the ringside comment 
seemed to favor the Kansas champion, 
Irene Sareastic De Kol, owned by Geo 
Appleman—with her record of five 
State Fair grand championships back 
of her. She looked even better at 
Waterloo than at any of the other 
shows at which the writer has seen 
her, her udder coming on nicely, with 
about two weeks more before freshen- 
ing. She is a cow of great depth and 
constitution, with a top line that rivals 
those that some of our photographers 
make with a ruler and a rump that 
might have been cast in a die, so per- 
fect is it. The judge, however, con- 
sidered her lacking in dairy tempera 
ment, so although admitting that she 
was the type of cow he preferred, he 
placed her fourth, with three cows of 
more refined dairy type ahead of her 

The cow he placed first was a really 

‘(| dairy cow, having been good 
ough for the Royal Purple at the 
Wisconsin State Fair, and the writer 
does not mean to infer that she did 
not deserve her piacing. although the 


Class, the

interest. She is Doetje Nellie Con- 
cordia, owned by Aitken Bros., a 12- 
year-old cow with an udder that many 
a younger cow might envy. She was 
in good dairy condition but hardly in 
show flesh, and looked just a little 
rough over the hips and at the tail 
setting. 

Another grand old cow, going on 
eleven years old, was the second prize 
cow, Geraldine De Kol Paladin Paul, 
owned by Mineral Springs Stock Farm 
at Savage, Minn. She was much the 
same kind of a cow as the Wisconsin 
winner, but perhaps showed her age 
a little more, with flecks of gray in her 
hair, a la Minerva Beets. 

Third went to a good bodied and 
nicely uddered cow owned by M. 
Breen & Son of Colfax, lowa, and 
tourth as we have said to the great 
Kansas cow. Another of Minnesota’s 
great cows, South Side Inka De Kol, 
owned by Minnesota Holstein Co. 
fought it out with the Cass Farm show 
cow, Lulu Baby Girl, for fifth place. 
the result being victory by a narrow 
margin for the former. 

In the 4-year-old class, De Kol Alban 
Princess ,2d, a heifer ot wonderful 
finish and show quality was good 
enough to win in her class and to 
take senior championship honors 
from the grand old Wisconsin cow 
that we have just seen given the blue 
in her class About the only place 
this great heifer could be faulted 
would be her front udder, and aside 
trom that she is as good a heifer as 
any one could” ask for. Another 
Minnesota heifer, owned by Dr. Boeck- 
mann of White Bear Lake 
second, a heifer of great constitution. 
Barney of lowa got third, Miller of 
Minnesota fourth and Farm ot 
lowa fifth. 

Minnesota scored again in the 3-year- 
old class with Canary Lunde Pontiac, 
owned by H. G. Miller, a heifer of 
almost too great refinement with just 
a litle weakness through the heart, 
but lots of quality. Second went toa 
heifer of much different type, a 
strongly built heifer owned by Gustave 
Pabst Farm of Wisconsin. Third went 
to a nice 3-year-old from Stubbs Farm 
of Kansas, fourth to Aitken Bros. and 
fifth to Cass Farm. 

In the 2-year-old class, Kansas got 
her first blue on a female, when Sun- 
flower Leila De Kol was put first. This 
decision was one of the quickest in the 
whole show, but the Miller heifer was 
a fairly good second with another from 
the same herd in third place. Fourth 
went to the Minnesota Holstein Co 
and fifth to Schming of Wisconsin, 
with a Disciplinary Barracks heifer 
just outside the money. Thirteen 
heifers showed in this class. 

Wisconsin’s second blue came in the 
senior yearling heifer class, when 
Belle Gem Longfield 2d owned by 
Trieloff Bros. of Jefferson won first. 
Although no older than many of the 
others in the class, she was much

farther along in udder development 
and was given the edge over the 
splendid heifer shown by the Min- 


nesota Holstein Co., the same firm al- 
so taking fifth, both heifers being 
daughters of Piebe Laura Ollie Home- 
stead King. Third place went to 
Marlow and Randall on a daughter of 
‘14th” and fourth to the Barracks on

In the junior yearling class firsi 
prize and junior championship went 
to Grahamholm Cornucopia Segis 
Lady, owned by Grahamholm Farm of 
Minnesota. Although herself cham 
pionship timber, this heifer had good 
strong competition in her class i 
Princess Beauty Calamo, owned by 
Jefferson County Farm, a heifer with 
one of the very finest rumps we have 
ever been privileged to see, as well 
as a good udder. Another Graham 
holm heifer came third and a second 
Jefferson County heifer fourth, while 
the good little heifer from Kansas 
State College got no better than fifth 
probably because she was filled to: 
full of water 

A beautiful Piebe daughter won fo: 
Minnesota Holstein Co. in a remark 
ably strong class of 21 senior heife) 
calves. Second went to Halback & 
Sons of Wisconsin, third to Mayowood 
Farm, fourth to Grosser of Minnesota 
and fifth to the Leavenworth Barracks 
Other good ones that did not place in 
cluded Fayne Glitka De Kol, the Cass 
heifer that won junior championshij 
at a number State Fairs, a good one 
of Baird Bros., another of the Min 
nesota Holstein Co. and many other: 


that might have won in an ordinar\ 
show. 
First in the junior calf class went 


to Cecil Holloway of Monroe, Wis 
on Princess Maplecrest Pontiac De 
Kol, a heifer with a great udder for 
her age and much dairy quality 
throughout. Wisconsin also got second 
and fifth in this class, third and fourth 
going to Minnesota. 

The third day’s showing started with 
«a Class for cows with yearly records 
made in heifer form. Three cows 
were shown but Lulu Baby Girl, the 
Cass Farm show cow was al? outstand 
ing winner. Second went to Barney 
& Sons and third to Aitken Bros. 
both on cows that showed just a bit 
rough. A similar class for cows with 
year records made in mature form 
resulted in victory for South Side Inka 
De Kol, one of the Minnesota Holstein 
Company’s greatest cows. Baird Bros 
had second in this class and Marlow 
& Randall third. In the champion- 
ship contest between the winners oi 
these two classes, the Minnesota cow 
was awarded the banner 


The Groups 
While the state herd plan means 
that the individual classes will be 
well filled and in many cases. by 


animals representing small herds, it 
also has the effect of cutting down 
the representation in the group classes. 
where all the antmals in one group 
must come from a single herd. Unde 
the ruling that only two animals in a 
state herd can be owned by any one 
exhibitor, there will naturally be only 
a few breeders that will bring a large 
enough string for entry in the various 
herd classes. We thus find that 
among the fifty exhibiters at the Dairy 
Cattle Congress this year, only three 
competed in the class for exhibitor’s 
herd, although Cass Farm, which had 
the pluck to come out with a ful 
string in competition with the pack 
of four of the leading Holstein states 
had two entries in this elass. bringing 
the total up to four

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The Disciplinary Barracks herd. 
headed by Johanna Bonheur Cham- 
pion 2d won the blue. This herd was 
made up of an outstanding bull and 


four females which were decidedly 
above the average, although there 
were no first prize winners among 
them. Another very uniform herd 


was one of the Cass herds, which took 
second to the Barracks herd because 
of the difference in the bulls, the Cass 
bull, King Aaggie Hengerveld, being 
a real show bull but hardly in a class 
with “Old Bon.” Third went to a 
representative herd belonging to 
Marlow & Randall and the other Cass 
herd, headed by their 2-year-old bull 
took fourth money. 

Four entries also came out in the 
breeder’s young herd class, the Min- 
nesota Holstein Co. group being a 
rather easy winner. As in the pre- 
ceding class, Cass Farm took second 


and fourth and Marlow & Randall 
third. 
Minnesota Holstein Co. was like- 


wise successful in pulling down the 
blue for calf herd, with Hargrove & 
Arnold a good second. Cass Farm 
was third and Marlow & Randall 
fourth. 

An interesting and important class 
was the get of sire, with six entries 
contending, nearly all of them every 
different sorts of groups. First and 
fifth went to the get of the Hargrove 
& Arnold herd sire, King Pietertje 
Ormsby Piebe, whose get won blue rib- 
_bon honors at Waterloo last year also. 
Both K. P. O. P. groups this year were 
made up entirely of bulls, the first 
prize groups consisting of the second 
prize 2-year-old owned by the Clarinda 
State Hospital, the third prize yearling 
owned by Oakdale State Sanitarium, 
the fourth prize yearling owned by 
George Wilson and W. F. Cotter of 
Wiseonsin, and the second prize 
senior bull calf, King Piebe, 
exhibited by Hargrove & Arnold and 
owned by them jointly with Thornberg 
& Jenness and H. O. Niemann. These 
four bulls might be described as be- 
ing as like as peas in a pod except 
that they were of assorted sizes and 
had the natural differences due _ to 
different development. All had the 
same wonderful rumps and top lines 
and the same finish and we believe 
deserved to win. The fifth prize 
group was made up of four younger 
bulls all owned by Hargrove & Arnold. 


Second place went to Minnesota 
Holstein Co., on the get of Piebe 
Laura Ollie Homestead King. This 
group had the first prize senior heifer 
calf in it as well as several others 
that were well up in the money, and 
although quite uniform, were not good 
enough, at least in the estimation of 
the judge to take first place. 


The Cass Farm group consisting of 
four little daughters of Fayne Bessie 
Homestead stood in third place. This 
group has won first at every State 
fair where they have been shown this 
fall, and 1 believe one of the four has 
been junior champion at each of the 
five state fairs, while the others have 
won at least their share of blue rib- 
bons. It is interesting to note that 
the three leading groups in this class 
were the gets of three bulls of out- 
standing breeding, show type and 
prepotency. 

Fourth went to a group of four cows 
in milk owned by Aitken Bros., daugh- 
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ters of Terracelawn Hengerveld Segis. 
This is the group that won at the 
Wisconsin State Fair and _ included 
two daughters of the first prize aged 
cow at Waterloo. They were four 
cows of the most refined dairy type— 
in fact the judge faulted them as being 
too refined—and while all looked like 
real milkers, they showed a bit rough. 
They made a wonderful get of sire 
group, but the judge could hardly have 
placed them any higher than he did. 
Marlow & Randall exhibited a very 
nice get of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes 14th, which placed just out- 
side the money. 

Cass Farm took their second blue 
ribbon of the show in the class for 
produce of cow, with the produce of 
Clothilde Houwtje Boon. This entry 
consisted of the Cass Farm show cow, 
Lulu Baby Girl and her sister,—two 
really wonderful cows with only a 
year’s difference in their ages. The 
judge referred in complimentary 
terms to “a cow that could produce 
two such great dairy machines in two 
consecutive years.” 

Second went to Miller of Northfield 
on the third prize 2-year-old and the 
fourth prize 4-year-old heifers, two 
splendid daughters of Canary Colantha 
Walker. The heifers were full sisters 
and were a great pair. 

The Minnesota Holstein Co. drew 
third place with a son and a daughter 
of South Side Inka De Kol, the cham- 
pion cow on the grounds with a year 
record. This cow and the _ two 
descendants in this group also won 


first for advanced registry cow and two- 


offspring, with the Cass entry second. 

Fourth place went to Marlow & 
Randall on two sons of Lizzie Fobes 
De Kol 2d, a 2-year-old and a yearling. 
Neither of them had gotten inside the 
money in the individual classes, but 
for all of that they were two mighty 
good sons of Sir P. O. M. 14th, 
especially the younger bull. 

The two nice daughters of the first 
prize aged cow placed fifth for pro- 
duce of cow. As mentioned before 
when we spoke of these two in the 
get of sire group, the judge considered 
them just a bit too fine to place 
higher in the very strong class shown. 

In the class for dairy herd, consist- 
ing of four cows in milk, Miller won 
first with Aitken Bros. second and 
Cass Farm third. 


The State Herds 


At the beginning of this story, we 
described in a general way the four 
state herds that faced the judge at 
the windup of the great Waterloo 
show, and we now will take them up in 
greater detail, giving due credit to 
the individual owners. 

The ten animals in the victorious 
Minnesota State Herd came from eight 
different herds. Mayowood Farm of 
Rochester contributed the bull two 
years old or over in the grand cham- 
pion, Johanna Glenda Lad. Marlow & 
Randall owned the yearling bull, which 
by the way, was the only animal in 
the Minnesota State herd that did not 
get inside the money individually. The 
bull calf came from the herd of Min- 
nesota Holstein Co. and was first prize 
in his class. The cow four years old 
or over was Hanson’s blue ribbon 4- 
year-old and grand champion of the 
show, while H. G. Miller of Northfield 
contributed the 3-year-old and 2-year- 
old heifers, the former with a blue 
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ribbon and the latter with a red. Th: 
Minnesota Holstein Co. was the only 
other breeder to be represented twice. 
they having in addition to the bi 
calf already mentioned the  senio: 
yearling heifer, with an _ individua! 
second prize. The junior yearling 
heifer was Grahamholm Farm’s junior 
champion. John Grosser of Meriden 
put in his fourth prize senior heifer 
calf and C. L. Spaulding of Warren his 
third prize junior calf. In other words, 
the herd was made up of two grand 
champions, a junior champion, two 
other blue ribbon winners. two second 
prize winners and only three head 
that placed below second. 


The ten Wisconsin animals that took 
second place as a state herd, came 
trom ten different breeders. and with 
the exception of one third prize and 
one fifth, each of the ten had a second 
prize or better, which speaks pretty 
well for the uniformity of the herd. 
At the head of the herd was Baird 
Bros’. third prize bull, Cedar Lawn 
Canary Paul, and he was backed up 
by Carnation Farm’s’ second prize 
yearling and by George S. Kelley's 
second prize junior bul! calf. Among 
the females, we find, of course, Aitken 
Bros’. blue ribbon aged cow, Doetje 
Nellie Concordia and Gustave Pabst’s 
second prize 3-year-old, while 
Schming’s fifth prize 2-year-old heifer 
is the only one of the ten that was not 
well up in the money in the individual 
classes. Trieloff Bros. contributed 
their first prize senior yearling and 
Jefferson County Farm their second 
prize junior yearling. The senior 
heifer calf was the red ribbon entry 
of H. W. Halback & Sons and the first 
prize junior calf of Ceci! Holloway’s 
completed the number. Three blue 
ribbon winners and five reds were 
found in the Wisconsin state herd. 


Seven Kansas breeders contributed 
the ten head in the third prize Kansas 
state herd, which for real uniform type 
and individuality, was in the opinion 
of some ringside experts, the leading 
herd in the show. The Barracks bull, 
Johanna Bonheur Champion 2d, blue 
ribbon winner in the strong aged bull 
class stood at the head of the line 
with McCoy’s junior champion yearling 
right beside him and Chestnut’s fourth 
prize calf next. They might have had 
Mast’s first prize bull there, but chose 
to sacrifice the ribbon for the sake of 
uniformity of the whole. The Apple- 
man cow, with only a_ fourth prize 
ribbon but with the type and individual 
excellence of a real champion, was an 
outstanding figure in this herd. 
Stubbs Farm of Mulvane contributed 
the third prize 3-year-old and she was 
followed by the blue ribbon 2-year-old 
owned by Chestnut & Sons.

PENNSYLVANIA STATE COLLEGE

For the first time in its history, the 
Pennsylvania State College has re- 
ceived financial aid through a public 
endowment fund. The Rockefeller In- 
stitute for Medical Research has made 
a grant of $5000 for the current year in 
aid of the researches in animal nu- 
trition. Never before has this college 
received support from such outside 
sources as it has existed upon the 
usual State and Federal maintenance 
appropriations with the exception 
that U. S. Department of Agriculture 
has assisted in this research in ani- 
mal nutrition until last July Ist. 

For the past twenty years the Col- 
lege Institute of Animal Nutrition, 
which is closely allied with the school 
of agriculture, has been conducting 
experiments and research work under 
the direction of Dr. H. P. Armsby, one 
of the leading scientists of the coun- 
try. In the conduct of this work he 
designed and bu‘: the only animal 
respiration calorimete® {n the United 
States. Dr. Armsby’s work in this 
respect is world famous and he is re- 
garded as a leader in animal nutrition 
research.

the small breeders would build a 
barn and fill it chuck full of real Hol- 
steins and take care of them in a bus- 
iIness Way that we would all be big 
breeders and could no longer com- 
plain of the big fellow. Now for my 
owh experience which has been noth- 
ing to boast of either in luck or man- 
agement, for while | am not an advo- 
cate of real luck yet sometimes we 
are forced to admit are controlled by 
circumstances over which we have 
no control so we must call it luck 

Four years ago last July I bought 
my first Helsteins of M. (C. Clark of 
Groton, N. Y. There were two heif- 
er calves five and six months old. 
The following January bought of 
Smith & Son of Newark Valley two 
go00d cows, ones that were practical 
dairy animals, these cows were fresh, 
then in October I bought two more 
cows due to freshen in winter. 

The older one of my first ones 
bought I bred the first winter so I 
had five cows to freshen the first win- 
ter that I had any, that was two years 
ago last winter. I had the luck to 
get four bull calves out of five. I sold 
two common ones for veal price, one 
other for $50.00 at five months and 
the other for $100.00 a little older. 
The next winter had more heifer 
calves and bought two last fall so had 
six heifers this spring all in calf to a 
30-Ib. son of King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale which I bought last fall in part- 
nership with two of my neighbors. I 
have lost three of the six heifers this 
summer and still have three daugh- 
ters of King Korndyke Sadie Vale 
Wayne and two by a 31-Ib. son of this 
same bull. 

The pride of my herd, while yet 
small and part grades, are a pair of 
full sisters, granddaughters of King 
Korndyke Sadie Vale and from a sis- 
ter to Johanna Butter Boy the 30-lb. 
cow lately sold in Smith’s sale for 
two thousand dollars. These sisters 
will be two and three years old Nov. 
19 and 20 and are due to freshen Oct. 
20 and 21. 

I hope this little story will interest 
some small fellow and help to en- 
courage him to do a whole lot better 
than I have done.

some trouble with inflamed quarters 
Can you give me some advice as to 
the best way to avoid this trouble, also 
the best method of keeping the 
machine clean, and of treating 
affected quarters?” 


Answer By Professor Larsen 


The difficulty encountered by the 
above correspondent is undoubtedly 
due to garget. It is difficult to say 
just what form of garget it is, but it 
is an udder trouble which is caused by 
germs. 

This difficulty undoubtedly started 
with one of the cows in the herd. It 
has undoubtedly been carried from one 
cow to another by the milking 
machine. This is one of the point- 
that users of milking machines must 
be careful about. There is no question 


but that the milking machine will 
carry udder contagion easier or with 
more certainty than will hand milk 
ing. 

If « cow has a diseased udder the 


user of the machine should be careful 
to milk that particular cow last It 
she is milked before any of the other 
cows the teat cups should __ be 
thoroughly cleaned and _ disinfected 
before the machine is attached to any 
of the other cows. In this manne: 
the spread of the garget will be pre 
vented. It is better to take these 
precautions than to run the risk ot 
transmitting the disease to any of ths 
other cows. The milking machine 
cups are moist on the inside and the 
opening in the teat is bound to come 
in contact with some part of the teat 
cups. This makes it relatively easy 
for-the germs from the previously 
milked cow to come in contact with the 
opening in the teat of the succeeding 
cow to be milked. 

If the correspondent uses care in 
the milking of these cows I am of the 
opinion that the difficulty will disap 
pear gradually and quickly If it 
should happen to be a stubborn case 


of garget then it would be well t 
milk by hand With a machine it is 
difficult to see if the milk coming 
from the cows is normal.If the milk 


from the gargety portions of the udder 
is not normal then it should be dis 
carded. This can be accomplished 
much better by hand milking than by 
machine milking
